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At a Special General Meeting of members bold at tho Grand 
Hotel, Birmingham, on Thursday, 5th November, 1896, Mr. C. 
Howni’d Tripp (President), in tho chair, it was unanimously resolved 
that the Session and financial year of the Institute shall in futuro 
run from 1st January to 31st December, instead of from 1st October 
to 30tli September as hitherto. 

At the same time a few necessary alterations to tho rules giving 
effect to the above resolution were made. 

Tho present Session (1895-6) is consequently extended to the 3lBt 
December, 1896.
